Guy R. Love. American vice and -deputy consul general 
at 


Adis Ababa, Abyssinia. Africa, died at the post where he has been 
.^rationed for the past four years. Thursday, according to a tele- 
gram received by his mother, Mrs. Flora J. Love of Chestnut 
street. Friday night. 


Postmaster Sayder received the message from 
Secretary of 


State Knox at Washington. D. C. . and broke the sad news to -Mrs. 
Love. No details were included iu the message except that it had 
been sent out of Abyssinia by the British consul general and then 
cabled to the British Ambassador at Washington. 


Just a few hours before the telegram was received telling of 


the death, the mother received a letter from her son. which had 
been on the way five weeks, in which he stated that he was enjoy- 
ing excellent health, except a little trouble with one of his hands. 


At Post Four Years 


Mr. Love went to Abyssinia 


four years ago having been ap- 
pointed to that post as deputy 
consul by Ex-president Theodore 
Roosevelt. When he sailed from 
Italy to take up his work the ex- 
president took passage on the 
same boat as far as Arabia. 


For about a year past Mr. Love 


had been acting as consul general, 
the man appointed to that office 
having been transferred to Con- 
stantinople. 


Country Very Wild 


The country where Mr. Love 


was stationed is very wild. The 
only associates were consul gea- 
-erals irom France,- Germany and 
England and each man occupied 
his own "campus. " The natives 
are negroes and semi-barborous. 
Wild animals made the nights 
hideous in and around the settle- 
ment. 


Mr. Love went to the post 


about four years ago. which was 
24 days by caravan, and had nev- 
er been back to the coast since- 
To reach the interior the consul 
generals and deputies 
were es- 


corted by 150 soldiers and 90 


" mules and camels. Barbarous 
tribes, passed on the way. caused 
much trouble. 


Expected Home Soon 


In the letter which Mr. Love 


sent, he told his mother that he 
expected to be home to see her 
before another winter had pass-
